INTEREST OvER $84,000 


Finding of Jury in Circuit Court 
Against Claim for Commission 
Is Overruled. 


A controversy which began 15 years 


lago between Samuel H. Leathe and 
Charles Knisely, both of whom have 
been dead for years, was finally settled 
today by the Supreme Court at Jeffer- 
son City when it ordered that Leathes 
widow should pay Khisely’s widow 5107, 
with interest at 6 per cent. since 
May 17, 1902, when suit was filed. | 

The interest will amount to more than 
$84,000, so that Mrs. Grace A. Leathe 
will have to pay Mrs. Elizabeth C. 
Knisely more than $191,500, 

The Supreme Court's decision reverses 
the finding of a jury in Circuit Judge 
McQuillin’s’ court, which, on May 16, 
1914, had returned a verdict in favor of 
Mrs. Leathe, holding that Mrs. Knisely 
was not entitled to the amount sued 
for. The Supreme Court ordered the 
St. Louis Circuit Court to enter judg- 
ment for Mrs. Knisely. 

Each Inherited Litigation. 


To each widow the litigation was 

an inheritance. Mrs. Leathe once 
was known as the richest widow in St. 
Louis and a year ago she had been 
quoted as saying she was land poor. 
Mrs. Knisely resides at 5123 Raymond 
avenue and is a stenographer for the 
St. Louis Automobile Club in the Plant- 
ers eHotel. 
Mrs. Knisely's husband, who died in 
1904, was the original plaintiff, and Mrs. 
Leathe’s husband, who died in 1907, was 
the original defendant. Bach woman is 
now the executor of her ust es- 
tate. 

Mrs. Knisely, in her petition, alleged 
that her husband, in 1900, agreed to aét 
as agent for Leathe in finding a pur. 
chaser for 37,514 acres of land in St. 
Francois and Madison Counties, Mis- 
souri. She asserted that Charles C. 
Wolcott agreed to purchase the land for 
$850,000, but that Leathe violated the 
agreement by failing to sign ‘the deeds. 

The $107,000 was alleged to have been 
the commission due Knisely for find- 
ing’ a purchaser for the land. Knisely at 
the time was a proofreader on a morn- 
ing newspaper. Leathe later sold the 
property to the Mine la Motte Lead 
& Smelting Co. 

Case Tried Trice. 


The case once was tried in the Circuit 
Court and thrown out on a demurrer 
o, the ground that the s‘atite of um- 
itations had expired. The Supreme 
Court ruled that the demurrer should 
not have been sustained. and that the 
case should have gone to the jury. The 
suit was filed again in 149, and whe: 
tried last year resulted in the verdict 
for Mrs. Leathe, which is overturned 
by the Supreme Court on Mre. Wrisely's 
appeal. 

Mrs. Knisely, when tald of the judg- 
ment, said she has had faith all the 
time that justice would be dene. She 
eaid she thought the Lord had guided 
her attorneys and the courts in their 
course.

European Nations Owe for “Diplo- 
matice Services Rendcred.” 
WASHINGTON, June 1.—European na- 
tions owe the United States more than 
$',000,000 as a result. of “diplomatic 
services rendered’ since last August, 
when the war began. Although it is 
ecnsidered a great honor to act as diplo- 
matic intermediary between warring na- 
tions, it is also customary to keep a 
daily expense accoynt of the money 

spent on such diplomatic work. 

The State Department also has acted 
ar danker“ for some of the most im- 
pertant embassies in Washington. Soon 
after the war opened some of the em- 

bassiés could not get money from Eu- 
rope and they appealed to the State 
Department. The Depattment accom- 
modated them and instructed the Amer: 
ican Ambassadors in thelr countries te 
collect.

If Germany’s answer indicates an unwillingness to recognize what have 
hitherto been regarded universally’ as accepted principles of 
law, based on customs and laws of humanity, including the safeguarding of 
noncombatants, the United States N will sever diplomatic relations 
with Germany.

“The advance of our troops beyond 
the Tyrol-Trentino frontier continues 
and we have occupied the im tant 
height of Zugna, about four miles north 
of Ala, which dominates Rovereto, Upon 
this height the Austrians, somestime ego 
ordered a fortress built. 

“Our front advancing in Val Sugana 
has arrived within five miles of Borgo 
and is supported strongly on two slopes 
of the valley. The mountain of Belve- 
dere, which dominates Fiera di Primier:, 
in the Cismon Valley, is also in our 
hands. 

“One and one-half battalions of Aus- 
trians, with machine guns, attacked our 
Alpine troops in a defile of Montecroce, 
on the Carnia frontier, May 30. The 
Alpine troops repulsed five spirited at- 
tacks, delivered one after the other, 
after which they took the offensive in a 
violent rain and thick fog, putting their 
assailants to flight. Our losses were 
light. 

“One of our dirigibles flew over Pola 
Sunday evening, dropping bombs on the 
railroad station, a naphtha depot and 
the arsenal. All the bombs burst with 
full effect. A big fire started in the 
arsenal,“ says a statement issued by 
the Minister of Marine. 


CITY OF ROVERETO 
IS HARD TO TAKE 


One Range of Defending En- 
trenchments Is Dug in the 
Solid Rock. 


FRONTIER, June 1.—The 
Italian invasion of the province of 
Trent is progressing from the south 
along the Adige and Chiese rivers, from 
the west across the Tonale Pass and 
from the east by way of the Lavaronne 
Plateau. The attack of the Italians is 
continuing all along the zig-zag frontier, 
up to the highest part north, where they 
have occupied the Ampezzo Valley, to- 
gether with the town of Cortina. 
Cortina is the junction of several rail- 
roads, the most important being that 
from Pieve di Cadore, which leads to 
Toblach along the Drava Valley. Espe- 
cially interesting is the occupation by 
the Italians of the heights in Southern 
Trentino, where the Chiese Valley joins 
the Ampolla Valley, which overlook the 
village of Storo. It was to this point 
that the Italian volunteers in the war 
of 1848 penetrated and also where Gari+« 
baldi, in 1886, established his headquar- 
ters, radiating his action thence in the 
Giudicarie, region. Thus it will be seen 
that the Italians have conquered a group 
of fortifications commanding the passes 
leading to the vast entrenched camp 
which has its center at Trent. 

These fortifications, some of which 
are modern and perfe¢tiy armed, but 
others less formidable, constitute a 
wonderful system of defense. They are 
made almost impregnable by the moun- 
tainous nature of the country. The oc- 
cupation of Cortina threatens the Aus- 
trian fortifications at Landro, which 
protect the important railway from 
Rozen to Klagenfur. 
The difficult task of the Italians, it is 
believed, will be the attack on Rove- 
reto, directly to the South of Trent. It 
is defended by several lines of fortifica- 
tions, which begin at Mori, on both 
sides of the Adige River, and run along 
the mountains, which are about 6300 fcet 
high. Thus Rovereto is in the inside 
of a kind of amphitheater and mounts 
heavy artillery, especially on Mont Zug- 
no. The last range of entrenchments 
near Rovereto are dug into the rocks. 

A part of the town of Rovoreto, near 
the station, has been demolished with 
dynamite, in order to give the artillery- 
men there a clear range for their guns, 
while all the bridges leading to the 
stronghold have been blown up.

BERLIN, via London, June 1. —- Capt.

The reply, he says, while completely 
friendly, leaves no doubt of Germany's 
firm determination to continue her sub- 
marine warfare unless Great Britain re- 

turns to the principle of the Declara- | 
tion of London. He places the Ameri- 
can Government on the defensive to 
answer for the criminal lightminded- 
ness“ which allowed its citizens to sail 
on a steamer carrying ammunition and 
exposed to the attacks of German sub- 
marines. 

Capt. Persius says Germany will wait 
and see what defense the Washington 
Administration has to offer and how it 
justifies the port authorities against the 
charges which are contained and only 
thinly veiled in the demand. The at- 
tempt to pass the responsibility on to 
Germany, the writer says, is an old 
device of those whose consciences are 
row shattered on Germany’s firm reply. 


The writer approves of the friendly 
language of the German note, which, he 
says, will disappoint the prophets of 
hostile countries who were hoping for 
@ rupture of German-American rela- 
tions. He says every clear-thinking 
German will be pleased at the Govern- 
ment’s moderate language, which of- 
fers the possibility of finding a common 
meeting ground, because too brusque 
language toward any or all the neutral 
countries would scarcely be advisable 
in an era when Germany’s enemies are 
going to every length to win their favor, 
Capt. Persius declares he scarcely 
dares to hope for a friendly reception 
of the German note in the United States 
but he expresses the belief that in the 
end the American Government will, as 
in the case of Great Eritain's similar 
negative reply to an American protest, 
subject the German answer to much 
consideration. 

In conclusion Capt. Persius says: 
Time will pass and the opportunity 
will be given for cooler consideration 
of the Lusitania cage. The cries of 
horror over American women and chil- 
dren will die down and I hope the views 
of peaceful neutral persons will gain 
the upper hand.“ 


REPLY FAILS TO 
MEET CASE, SAYS 
LONDON PRESS 


Washington Correspondents of 
Brtish Papers Predict Sever- 
ance of Relations. | 


LONDON, June 1.—The London morn- 
ing newspapers all publish the Associat- 
ed Press report of the text of Ger- 
many’s reply to the American note and 
Herr von Jagow's interview, the text 
of the reply not having reached the 
British public trom any other source, 
except a brief summary of the note 
through a wireless message from Ber- 
lin. 
The Washington correspondents of the 
London papers send long comments on 
the situation as between Germany and 
the United States which they regard as 
very serious and they generally express 
the view that a rupture of diplomatic 
relations may not be far distant, al- 
though in the words of the Times cor- 
respondent: “It is expected that the 
President will give Germany one more 
chance.“ 

The Morning Standard declines to 
lieve that President Wilson will fall 
into the trap laid by Germany, who 
wishes to gain time to allow the indig- 
nation of the American public to cool 
off.“ and it adds: The latest Berlir 
warning to American shipping is not 
calculated to modify the situation cre- 
ated not merely by the tragedy of the 
Lusitania but by the attempt to sink 
the Nebraskan, which was even more 
flagrant.’’ 


Reply “Fails to Meet Case.“

U. S. Supreme Court Affirms 
Decision of Missouri Court in 
Chemical Works Case. 


»The Supreme Court of the United 
States, in a decision handed down to- 
day, at Washington, D. C., affirmed 
the decision of the Supreme Court of 
Missouri in forfeiting the charter of the 
Mallinckrodt Chemical Works of St. 
Louis for failure to file its annual affi- 


davit, stating that it was not a member 


of a trust and did not participate in the, 


profits of any trust. 

The suit against the company was 
filed by the Circuit Attorney’s office in 
St. Louis, to which the failure to file 
the report was reported by the Secre- 
tary of State. A judgment forfeiting 
the charter was rendered by the Circuit 
Court at St. Louis, and went on appeal 
to both the Supreme Court of Missouri 
and the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

The validity of the Missouri statute 
requiring such affidavits has been up- 
he by the highest judicial authority 
in the ceuntry, and hereafter all cor- 
porations will have to submit the state- 
ments, as required by law, or lose their 
charters. Many corporations, in the 
past, have . to file such state- 
ments. ’ 

At the offices of the chemical com- 
pany it was stated to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the decision of the Su- 
preme Court, in the absence of Edward 
Mallinckrodt, the president, could wot 
be discussed, and the inquiry was re- 
ferred to Judge Sheppard Barclay, coun- 
sel for the company. 

Judge Barclay said there would be no 
difficulty about the chemical company 
arranging to continue its business in St. 
Louis. He said the company either 
could file the affidavit now required by 
the courts, or that it could organize a 
new company or form a partnership. 

The company, Judge Barclay said, 
had no real objection to filing an affi- 
davit. It simply nad challenged the 
right of the State to exact such an af- 
fidavit of innocence until some viola- 
tion of the law had deen charged 
against the company. Judge Barclay 
said the lower courts in St. Louis nad 
deen holding the law to be unconsti- 
ftutional, and that Circuit Judge With- 
row was the first to hold it constitution- 
al. The higher courts, he said, have 
sustained Judge Withrow.

President Wilson to Confer With 
Cabinet Today on Situation 
in Republic. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.— President 
Wilson announced today that he prob- 
ably wauld defer making public his 
statement on Mexican affairs until to- 
morrow morning. 

The President said he would decid» 
definitely, after, conferring today with 
the Cabinet. While he did not go into 
details about the statement, it still was 
understood that it would warn the fac- 
tions that they must improve condi- 
tions immediately. 

The President praised Duval West, 
his special agent, who recently made a 
detailed report, and svoke of his serv- 
ice as admirable. 

The main part of West's work, the 
President said, had been finished and 
there was no present expectation that 
he would return to Mexico. 

President Wilson will confer with Miss 
Mabel Boardman of the Ameriean Red 
Cross tomorrow on a Red Cross plan to 
utilize Mexicon border army posts as 
depots for the collection and distripu- 
tion of food to starving Mexicans. The 
President will confer later with Secre- 
tary Garrison on the subject. 

An embargo against export of arms 
to Mexico and against imports of food- 
stufts to the United States as a step in 
relieving famine conditions belo >; the 
Rio Grande was proposed today to Pres- 
ident Wilson by Miss Boardman. 


Carransa Acts te Feed Mexicans. 
The Carranza agency announced 


receipt of the following cablegram 
from Vera Cruz: 

“Carranza, through the Secretary 
of War and Marine, has instructed 
all authorities in the territory con- 
trolled by the Constitutionalists that 
they would be suppHed cereals and 
provisions whenever it was necessary. 

Six 
thousand tons of corn were today 
purchased by the Government.

ON LAW OF NATIONS 
CRITICISE GERMANY: 


Frederic R. Coudert Declares Re- 
ply Is One in Form Only, 
Seeks to Evade Issues. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 1.—The New York 
World requested a number of authori- 
ties on international law to express 
their opinion upon Germany’s reply to 
the United States note, as to whether 
the note created any new basis on 
which to meet the issues presented, and 
as to the standing in international law 
of the pleas put forward by Germany. 

Frederick R. Coudert and Lorenzo 
Lillo are active and prominent mem- 
bers of the New York bar, recog- 
nized as particularly well versed in the 
in the laws of nations. Prof: Stowell, 
who is professor of international law a: 
Columbia, formerly occupied the same 
position at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania and is an authority of internation- 
al standing on the subject. 

Gen. Benj. F. Tracy is an 83-year-old 
veteran of the Civil War, in which he 
held a Brigadier-General’s commission 
and a former Secretary of the Navy. 

The opinions of these men follow. 

Frederick R, Coudert: The reply to 
our note is a reply in form only, since 
it does not meet the conditions laid 
down by the President. It seeks to 
evade the issue and to distort a vital 
principle into a mere controversy over 
juestions of fact that are unimportant. 
Che Government of the United States 
cannot afford to get into a _ quibble 
over unimportant facts with Germany, 
but must stand by the attitude taken 
when the war zone decrees werc first 
published. We cannot now recede from 
our position without justly deserving 
the contempt of nations and forfeiting 
any claim to international morality and 
common rights. It is evident that un- 
less Germany is prepared to realize the 
situation and to recede from a policy 
which we have declared barbarous, it is 
possible we will have to take what- 
ever measures are necessary to protect 
us from unwarranted aggression. 


Paul Fuller: I do not think the 
President needs any particular guidance 
at this moment. His note of May 13 in-

rights of American citizens and of all 
civilization on (the high seas. 

Lorenzo Ule: We cannot very well 
express an opinion in such a short time. 
The German reply is not satisfactory 
It merely precrastinates. Time will im 
prove America’s claim. There is no 
excuse for the sinking of the Lusitania. 
She was not arined, but even if she were 
Germany would have only half a case. 
The fact that she was carrying ammu- 
nition does not make hei an armed 
cruiser by any means. No, Germany is 
only fencing for time, and by so do- 
ing she will gain nothing. 

Benjamin F. Tracy: I don't see how 
it justifies the sinking of the Lusitania.

The United Railways Co. has informed 
the State Public Service Commission 
that it is willing te bulld most of the 
extensions, loops and other new track 
for which it was lately ordered, by the 
edimmission, to seek franchises.

The idea that 
electric heaters be used haa, apparently, 
not been considered. 

The company's reply to the commtssſon 
is in the form of a brief, filed with the 
commission by the company's counsel, 
Morton Jourdan and Boyle & Priest. The 
company is designated as the defendant, 
aud the West End Business Men's As- 
gotiation and the Tower Grove Heights 
Improvement Association as the com- 
plainants. Ephrim Caplan is counsel for 
these organizations. 

Jerisdiction Point Raised. 

The reply states that, although the 

commission's requirements are the most

ing figures’ to bolster up their cause 
were made by Mayor Kiel today. Mayor 
Kiel declared that the parkway op- 
ponents were basing all their arguments 
upon an estimated cost of $15,000,000 for 
the parkway. He reiterated his state- 
ment that the condemnation proceed- 
ing for the parkway property would be 
dismissed if the cost should be found 
to be $10,000,000 or more. 

Mayor Kiel made an appeal to the vot- 
ers to inform themselves and go to the 
polls next Tuesday and vote on the 
parkway proposition. 

“It is the duty of every voter to take 
an active interest in all civic prob- 
lems,“ the Mayor said. The parkway 
is one of the biggest problems the city 
has ever taken up. 

There should not be one stay -at-home 
voter. Every person eligible to vote 
should cast his ballot on one side or the 
other. The parkway means progress. 
‘Its defeat means a step backward in 
the line of progress and the civic spirit 
displayed in the Pagéant and Masque, 
the new charter and the free bridge. 
Cangot Cost $15,000,000. 

“Opponents of the parkway have dis- 
trwuted circulars throughout the city 
which are misleading. Their arguments 
are based upon an _ inaccurate’ basis. 
They base their figures on a cost of 
$15,000,000 and set forth the cost to prop- 
erty in various districts. 

“Tf the cost is found to be $15,000,000 
there will be no parkway. If it costs 
$10,000,000 there will be no parkway. I 
have pledged myself to dismiss the pro- 
ceedings and abandon the parkway if 
the cost is.found to be $10,000,000 or 
more. 

„Figures based on a cost of $15,000,000 
are absolutely inaccurate and should 
not be given credence. Nobody knows 
what will be the boundaries of the ben- 
efit district. Nobody now can tell what 
the assessment of any certain piece of 
property will be. Commissioners ap- 
pointéd by the Circuit Court will have 
to determine that.

MAN WITH BODY PIERCED BY ROD 
QUIETS AUTO WRECK SUFFERERS 


Dies After Insisating Woman in Dallas 
Accident, Which Cost 6 Lives, 
Be Removed First. 

DALLAS, Tex., June 1.—The death of 
Alex McKay, 27, a department store 
clerk, in the automobile accident which 
cost six lives here last night, was heroic, 
it developed today. McKay was one of 
a party of 2, most of whom were pinned 
beneath an automobile truck which over- 
turned in a shallow ditch while return- 
ing to the city from an orphans’ home 
entertainment. 

A stanchion of the truck pierced Me- 
Kay’s left side, severing an artery and 
pinning him to the ground so firmly that 
rescuers ultimately had to saw the stee! 

He retained. conscious- 
ness and, during the long wait for tackle 
to lift the great truck off the dead and 
injured men, women and children, Mc- 
Kay talked calmly to his fellow suffer- 
ers, trying to quiet women who were not 
badly injured, but who were hysterical.

Referring to the case you cite, that of an aqgion 
for separate maintenance, this class of cases is 
placed on the equity docket, which, under a rule 
of court, is called every two months, and cannot 
peanibly be continued for six months unless by 
Agreement of lawyers on both sides.

Chicago dispatches inform us the first Chicago- 
to-the-Gulf freighter, a boat of the Mississippi 
River type, is en route southward, and will be 
followed regularly by others. Steam barges 
brought her cargo down the Chicago drainage 
canal to La Salle, where the riyer freighter 
brought it on to St. Louis, where it is now 
anchored.

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TWENTY-NINE FEET AND RISING. 

Twenty-nine feet, instead of the usual eight 
or ten feet, over low water mark puts punch 
into the river, into River Terminal conferences, 
into river craft, into everything that has to do 
with the big stream, even the snagboats. 

With the rusty brown fingers of the waters 
clinging to granite paving blocks within six or 
eight feet from the top of the levee bank, whartf- 
boats and steamers seem to be “up in the air.” 
One has to look up at them, rather than down. 
The current sweeps by with the punch of a 
mountain millrace. Saw logs and cordwood, after 
waiting for slow governments and still slower 
private enterprise to provide facilities of trans- 
port to down-stream markets until decay has 
set in, boldly venture a voyage in their 
own bottoms. Making their way by high water 
from a thousand up-stream wood lots, they and 
the chips, sawdust and brush heaps‘ that ac- 
company them dot the surface of the river in 
midstream for miles. 

When to the influence of a 29-foot stage is 
added the inffgence of a holiday, the levee was 
enabled to come into its-own again.

Granting, if you 
please, that its first and chief effects will be to 
withdraw some scores of able-bodied men from 
useful industry and to increage the cost of build- 
ing, it will nevertheless reduce, by the extent of 
one large industry, the abhorrent possibility that 
two free citizens may make a dicker for a bill 
of goods without consulting their lawyers and the 
State’s regulatory agents. We must lose no op- 
portunity to make such free trading impossible in 
any industry. Until every industry shall have 
been burdened with the cost of public Inspection 
and regulation, our highest social ideal will re- 
main unrealized.

MAN WITH BODY PIERCED BY ROD 
QUIETS AUTO WRECK SUFFERERS 


Dies After Insiating Woman in Dallas 
Accident, Which Cost 6 Lives, 
Be Removed First. 

DALLAS, Tex., June 1.—The death of 
Alex McKay, 27, a department store 
clerk, in the automobile accident which 
cost six lives here last night, was heroic, 
it developed today. McKay was one of 
a party of 3, most of whom were pinned 
beneath an automobile truck which over- 
turned in a shallow ditch while return- 
ing to the city from an orphans’ home 
entertainment. 

A stanchion of the truck pierced Me- 
Kay's left side, severing an artery and 
pinning him to the ground so firmly that 
rescuers ultimately had to saw the steel 
road to free him. He retained. conscious- 
ness and, during the long wait for tackle 
to lift the great truck off the dead and 
injured men, women and children, Mc- 
Kay talked calmly to his fellow suffer- 
ers, trying to quiet women who were not 
badly injured, but who were hysterical 

When rescuers arrived, McKay insisted 
that the women be freed first. He died 
a few minutes after he had been freed. 

Four of the dead were drowned in 13 
inches of water. Three were children. 
Ok the 14 injured, all except one were 
reported today to be recovering. Physi- 
cians said Mrs. Roscoe Hamilton, whose 
husband was killed, probably would die.

Cotton Crop Report. 

“The Government's first report on the 
new cotton crop’s conditicn, published 
today, would be more interesting if one 
knew what the country’s planted acre- 
age is. That will not be officially de- 
termined until the report a month from 
now, when we shall know whether the 
planters have or have rot made the 
predicted reduction of 15 to 20 per cent 
frem the cotton area of a year ago. Rut 
today’s ‘condition estimate’ was ex- 
tremely favorable. The average of 80 
per cent reported for the country as a 
whole is higher by nearly 56% per cent 
than at this date last year, and slightly 
exceeds the average of the past decade’s 
gene at the opening of the sea- 
In Texas, which in recent years has 
contained one-third of our cotton acre- 
age, the present condition is 14 per cent 
above last year’s, and matches the 10- 
year average; Georgia, the next largest 
producer, has a percentage above 1914, 
or the average of the decade. 

“This is encouraging, even on the 
assumption of a’ large reduction in the 
planted area, for it indicates, barring 
accidents, a profitable season for what- 
ever the acreage showing is. 

“But the acreage itself is bound to be 
the factor of primary interest. With 
our Outward trade in cotton paralyzed 
as it was eight or nine months ago the 
inducement for heavy reduction would 
have been overwhelming. Even up to 
last week’s close, exports to Europe, 
from the past season’s record-breaking 
crop, were 750,000 bales under the cor- 
responding period of the preceding sea- 
son. 

In the middle of February, however, 
the exports since Augus* were 2,200,000 
bales below the year before. There has 
been a very great change in the move- 
ment since that time. Even in April, 
we sent abroad all told, as shown by the 
cfficial trade figures, 273,000 bales more 
than in April, 1914. In May the in- 
crease over last year was probably even
